The Wright company, which con- 
trols all of the patents on aeroplanes 
secured by Orville Wright and his 
brother, the late Wilbur Wright, is 
capitalized at $1,000,000, of which 
$800,000 ia outstanding. Orville 
Wright owns 97 per cent. of the out- 
standing stock. The purchase price 
could not be ascertained. 

It was learned that Orville Wright, 
although disposing of his entire inter- 
est in the present company, will be- 
come consulting engineer of a new 
aeroplane company, which the syndi- 
cate will form. It was also stated that 
Wright will be a stockholder in the 
new company.

AUSTRIANS SAY LITTLE 
O GALICIAN BATTLE.

IENNA, Oct. 13 (via London, Oct. 14.)—Operations in Galicia, 

where the Russians claim to have scored an important success, 

are dismissed in a few words in the official statement issued today at 
the Austrian War Office. 

Progress for Austrian troops engaged in Servia is slow because 
of the desperate Servian resistance, but the attacks are proceeding 
everywhere, the statement says. The text of the communication 
follows: 

Russian war theater: Near Burkanow on the Stripa (East 
Galicia,) the fourth Russian attack was repulsed by Austro-German 
battalions. Otherwise there were no important events in the north- 
east. 


“Italian war theater: Vigorous artillery fire from guns of heavy 
and medium calibre was begun yesterday afternoon against the 
plateau of Lafraun. Against some sectors along the front in the 
-oastal district, enemy artillery also developed increased activity. 
Attempts of Italian infantry to approach Orsic and the bridgehead 
at Tolmino were repulsed. In the northwestern portion of the Dober- 
do plateau our fire forced the enemy to evacuate precipitately his 


advanced dugouts. ‘ 


“Southeastern war theater: Our attacks are proceeding every- 
where in spite of most severe resistance on the part of the enemy. On 
the lower Drina our troops ejected the enemy from several trenches. 
South of Belgrade we captured stubbornly contested vantage points. 
Servian counter-attacks always failed with very heavy enemy losses.”

MORE PRIVATE ECONOMY 
URGED IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] (30) 


B ONDON, Oct. 14 (2:58 a. m.) -A great national campaign of 
private economy was urged by Sir George Paish in an address 
in London as the only possible means of preventing ultimate sus- 
pension of specie payments by Great Britain. 
England is carrying the great financial burden of the war, he 
said. “The war found some weak spots in our allies which we must 
repair. France has lost a large part of her income and therefore we 
must find money with which to buy the things she needs. Russia 
has virtually no exports so we must help her. In addition we must 
provide for Belgium, Servia and other powers. 
“The result of all this is that for the current year we must find, 
outside our own expenditures, 423,000,000 pounds ($2,115,000,- 
000) for our allies. Is England content to go on living as today? 
Money is being squandered on all sides with the result, perhaps, that 
later our allies may come to us for money and we shall not have the 
means to support them. 
The adverse trade balance, if we include what we have done 
for our allies, is already between 600,000,000 and 700,000,000 
pounds, to balance which we have succeeded in borrowing 50,000,- 
000 pounds—our moiety of the American loan. This country needs 
to save yearly 400,000,000 pounds out of its income 3,000,000,000 
pounds. The great mass of the people should save ten per cent ad- 
ditional and the more wealthy 20 to 25 per cent. 
What is the alternative? Will it be possible for us to borrow 
3,000,000,000 to adjust our trade balance? I think it impossible. 
If we go on spending money as we are now, we shall see another 
break in American exchange accompanied by a break in Canadian, 
Argentine, Australian and Indian exchanges. This probably would 
mean the suspension of specie payments and we should have to tell 
the world we were unable to pay our debts.”

ballot to the restriction of the liquor 
traffic. A national campaign for pro-

COTTON ACT 
HELD INVALID. 


Declared Unconstitutional by 
the Federal Court. 


Decision Rendered in Test 
Suit in New York. 


— 


U. S. Department of Justice 
is Likely to Appeal. 


(RY A. r. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 13. — Federal 
Judge Hough today handed down a 
decision declaring unconstitutional the 
law known as the cottton futures act. 
He rendered judgment in favor of 
Samuel T. Hubbard and others in 4 
suit to recover damages for assess- 
ments made and collected bf the col- 
lector of internal revenues. 

Judge Hough, in a lengthy opinion 
accompanying the decision, said the 
cotton futures act was technically un- 
constitutional because the law origi- 
nated in the Senate instead of in the 
House of Representatives. 

The cotton futures act of August 
18, 1914, also known as the Lever 
law, was today declared unconstitu- 
tional by Federal District Judge 
Hough because, as a revenue measure, 
it originated in the Senate instead of 
the House of Representatives, as re- 
quired by the Constitution. 

The decision was rendered in a test 
suit brought by Samuel T. Hubbard 
of the cotton brokerage firm of Hub- 
bard Bros. and others to recover $1000 
paid under protest to John Z. Lowe, 
Jr., collector of internal revenue, un- 
der the provisions of the law. Judg- 
ment was rendered in favor of the 
plaintiffs. 

APPEAL IS LIKELY. 
(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13. — Atty.- 
Gen. Gregory dbclined tonight to in- 
dicate whether the Department of 
Justice would appeal from the de- 
cision of Judge Hough holding “the 
cotton futures act as unconstitutional. 
He said he could make no statement 
until he has had an opportunity to 
read the decision. 

It is believed in official circles, how- 
ever, that an appeal will be taken, 
particularly if the Department of 
Agriculture and the Treasury Depart- 
ment, which are concerned in enforce- 
ment of the act, desire such n. 


BOMBARDMENT 
OF OPEN CITY. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. ry. 

NISH (Servia) Oct. 13 (via Paris, 

Oct. 14.)—A statement issued by the 
official press bureau Says: 
The bombardment of Belgrade, an 
open city, was undertaken by the 
enemy because he had failed to de- 
moralize the Servian troops by shell- 
ing their positions on the Save and 
the Danube. 

“Begun on the 5th in the afternoon. 
the bombardment continued until the 
Sth without ceasing. Tens of thou- 
eands of shelis of all calibers were 
thrown methodically with the object 
of making as many victims as possible 
and creating a panic. Before the bom- 
bardment the enemy opened a barrier 
of fire on the roads leading out of the 
city, killing many persons who were 
fleeing. During the bombardment 
enemy aeroplanes flew over groupe of 
refugees, signaling the range to the 
batteries. 

“The southern part of the city, 
where most of the inhabitants had 
taken refuge, was bombarded all the 
night of the 6th. The number of vic- 
time was great.” 


SCHMITZ WANTS RECOUNT. 


Defeated Mayoralty Candidate in 
San Francisco Says the Count was 


Fraudulent.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 13. — 


Charging that at least 6000 ballots 


cast at the primary election for him- 
self were counted for Mayor Rolph, 
Eugene E. Schmitz, one of the de- 
feated candidates for Mayor, filed suit 
in the Superior Court today demand- 
ing a recount. 

Sehmitz alleged that “by fraud, 
mischance and inadvertence,” these 
votes went to Rolph, who was thus 
elected by a majority of 4290; that if 
the ballots had been properly record- 
ed Rolph would not have been re- 
elected at the primaries and Schmitz 
would have qualified for the general 
election.

NEW REVOLUTION 
IN GUATEMALA. 


(BY A NIGHT WIRE) 

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 13.—Revolu- 
tion has broken out in Guatemala and 
fighting is in progress in the States of 
San Marcos, Huehuetenango and 
Peten, according to advices received 
here by the Guatemalan Junta of the 
Revolutionary Committee. 

It was declared an army of 1700 
men, commanded by exiled Guate- 
malans, had crossed the Suchiate Riv- 
er from the Mexican State of Chiapas 
and that the Federal garrison at Ta- 
cana had revolted. The revolutionary 
army in San Marcos is commanded b) 
Gen. Isidro Valdes. who was exiled 
by President Estrada Cabrera several 
years ago, it was said. 

Gen. Jose Leon Castillo, a promi- 
nent Guatemalan exile. now in New 
Orleans, regarded generally as a pos- 
sible successor to President Estrada 
Cabrera in the event of a revolution, 
tonight refused to comment upon his 
Part in the movement, but admitted 
that he had received copies of revelu- 
tionary proclamations.

He will leave to- 
morrow. 

Another resolution adopted declared 
that the peace congress looked with 
apprehension on the presence on ad- 
visory boards of the United States 
government of manufactures of war 
munitions or of men interested in the 
sale of supplies to the belligerent Eu- 
ropean nations.

Declaring the tariff tinkering of

Whereas, the enactment of the 
tariff act In 1913 has not proven an 
exception to the rule; it has been fol- 
lowed by business depression, a check 
to the development of agricultural 
industries that are not connected 
with the exports and a social and in- 
dustrial unrest that has brought dis- 
tress to the country as a whole; and, 
Whereas, the business of the 
ernment has shared in the general de- 
pression of the country: special legis- 
lation has had to be invoked to make 
up the reduction caused by the fall- 
ing off in the customs revenues, and 
as a result of the foreign war, this 
condition has reached a crisis, result- 
ine in a deficit of millions of dollars, 
which makes further revenue legisia- 
tion imperative.

ELECTION COST 
MOUNTAIN-HIGH 


Great Day for Printers, Who 
Secure Fat Jobs. 


Force is Hired to Plaster up 
Mass of Paper. 


Anti-party Bills Rapped in 
Series of Mectings. 


The special election to be held a 
week from next Tuesday will be one 
of the most profitable the printers 
have ever enjoyed. The literature re- 
quired by the augmented election laws 
will cost the State and the various 
counties nearly. $500,000, including 
the cost of handling. 

The election expense in Los Angeles 
county will be so heavy this year that 
u is impossible to estimate it in ad- 
vanee, owing to the great number of 
additional provisions requiring new 
work, the employment of additional 
help and the duplication of most of 
the printing. 

The last Legislature amended the 
election machinery law, requiring the 
printing and posting of a mass of 
literature that no one will take the 
trouble to read. 

This year the Supervisors hired an 
additional force of men at $4 a day 
to post the paper for the election. 
This includes a list of the election of- 
wers at each polling place, upon 4 
mall slip of paper. Beside it must be 
tacked up a blanket-size paper con- 
taining the same thing for each of the 
780 precincts in the county. This 
duplication is followed by the Super- 
visors’ notice of the road bond elec- 
tion and also by the Governor's proc- 
lamation calling the special election. 

In addition to all that, 330,000 
sample ballots are mailed to the voters 
of Los Angeles county and in each 
envelope is the pamphiet containing 
the proposed amendments and refer- 
endums. The State Printer sent the 
pamphlets, the remainder of the 
work being done in Los Angeles. 

In addition to the sample ballots, 
the pamphiets, the duplicated notices 
designati polling place and elec- 
tion — the Supervisors’ bond 
election notice and the Governor's 
proclamation, the printer also has 
turned out enough tally sheets, books 
and other paraphernalia for the vot- 
ing booth to make the game for 


mass of literature spread 
around the polls at this coming elec- 
tion has been caused by the amend- 
ments adopted by the last Legislature. 
This new law went into effect in 
September, and not only complicates 
the work of holding an election, but 
adds to the cost of it to such an ex- 
tent that until it is all over, no one 
will know precisely what it did cost 
Los Angeles county to be forced to 
tinker with the Constitution. 


BEYOND RECALL. 
INVISIBLE GOVERNMENT. 


“Abolition of political parties in 
California, which is the purpose of the 


anti-party laws to be voted on the 


26th inst., will raise a barrier against 
the free exercise of the popular will 
and create in this State an invisible 
government which will be beyond the 
power of the recall,” declared M. O.

While the case of Pink vs. Catan- 
ich, ib., holds that a denial by defend- 
ant of such an immaterial allegation 
is not equivalent to an allegation that 
Plaintiff's reputation was bad in the 
sense of the rule which permits a jury 
to find additional damages for a sup- 
posed wanton, malicious or reckless 
defense, and while the question of the 
introduction of testimony on the part 
of plaintiff to sustain her character 
was not involved in that case, still the 
principle involving the materiality of 
such an allegation was a question, and 
was settled by the Supreme Court, and 
this rule is still the law in this State. 
However, plaintiff relies upon the 
case of Stafford vs. Morning Journal, 
reported in 142 New York, at page 
600. In that case plaintiff set up her 
good character in her complaint, and 
the defendant in its answer alleged 
that it had no knowledge or informa- 
tion sufficient to form a belief as to 
this allegation, and in tHat manner 
denie I it. 

In the New York case the court, 
Among other things, said: 

“The evidence bore upon an 
issue in the case which the de- 
fendant could have avoided, and 
the plaintiff. in anticipating any 
possible attack and insisting upon 
the admission of the evidence in 
question, in the absence of any 
disclaimer on the part of de- 
fendant, should not be made to 
suffer from the ruling in ques- 
tloa. She very properly offered 
it a> a part of her case, and the 
trial judge committed an error 
in permitting proof of what the 
law assumed. The cases in this 
court referred to by the appellant 
are not in conflict with these 
views. Houshtaling vs. Kilder- 
house, N. V. 530, was an action 
for sl&nder: for charging the 
plaintiff with poisoning defend- 
antes horses, and defendant plead- 
ed not guilty. In replying to de- 
fendant’s testimony, tending to 
prove the truth of the charge, 
the defendant offered to prove 
that his general character was 
goo. anc the evidence was ex- 
cluded. It is obvious that such 
evidence could not constitute any 
rebutial of plaintiff's guilt, if 
show: by the circumstances 
closed by defendant's evidence.” 
The case at bar, as cun be clearly 

seen, is distinguished from Stafford vs. 
Morning Journal, ib., in the same 
manner that Houghtaling ve. Kilder- 
house, ib., is distinguished; that is, in 
the Stafford case the alleged libelous 
article was a direct attack upon plain- 
tiff's good character and repute, while 
in the case at bar the alleged libelous 
article was not a direct attack upon 
the good name and repute or upon the 
professional character of the plaintiff, 
but it consisted of holding the plaintiff 
up to severe criticism for his alleged 
action in a particular lawsuit, and re- 
ferred to a particular case and a par- 
ticular fact, while in the New York 
case it referred to the general charac- 
ter and conduct of the plaintiff di- 
rectly; therefore, as held in the New 
York case, the evidence bore upon an 
issue in the case which the defendant 
could have avoided. The same cannot 
be sald in the case at bar; it was not

OF NOTE DIES. 


Death Strikes Sudden Blow 
on Spring Street.

Death last night struck a sudden 


ij blow which will be deeply felt in 


social and official circles of Washing- 
ton and London, when Mrs. Mary E. 
Wynne, wife of Robert J. Wynne, for- 
mer Postmaster - General, and later 
Consul - General at London, passed 
away. 

Mrs. Wynne was stricken with heart 
failure on Spring street last evening 
while emerging from the Hotel Stow- 
ell with her husband on their way to 
dinner. They were accompanied by 
John L. Smith, vice-president of the 
First National Fire Insurance Com- 
pany of Washington, D. C., of which 
Mr. Wynne is president. 

Apparently in the best of health, 
Mrs. Wynne was spending her third 
day here. The party had passed the 
day in sightseeing, and Mrs. Wynne 
had been in a happy mood when the 
attack came. Dr. Peter Sundin was 
called and she was taken to the Sis- 
ters’ Hospital, where she passed away. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wynne, accompanied 
by Mr. Smith and a party of insurance 
men and their wives, had just com- 
pleted a visit to San Francisco, where 
Mr. Wynne attended the Insurance 
Congress. 

Mr. Wynne was Postmaster-General 
under the Roosevelt administration 
and during this time Mrs. Wynne held 
social sway at Washington. In 1905 
Mr. Wynne was appointed Consul- 
General to London, and during the 
following four years Mrs. Wynne be- 
came a beloved member of court cir- 
cles, taking a prominent part in the 
social activities. 

She was 59 years of age and leaves 
two married daughters in London and 
three younger sons in Washington. 

The remains will be taken to Wash- 
ington for interment.

COUNCIL APPROVES - 
NEW SPEED LAWS. 
REVISION OF PENALTTES IS SENT 


TO ATTORNEY FOR 
DRAFTING, 


The City Council yesterday adopted 
a report of the special committee ap- 
Pointed to revise the speed and traf- 
fic ordinance to provide for changes 
in the penalties to be imposed upon 
violators, and the City Attorney was 
instructed to prepare amendments to 
the ordinance in accordance there- 


with. These changes are the result 
of a conference attended by the 
Mayor, Council, police judges and 
Chief of Police and representatives 
of various automobile associations. 

The changes recommended in the 
committee report in the speed section 
are to provide a minimum penalty of 
$5 for the first offense, a minimum 
of $25 for the second offense and a 
jail sentence for the third offense. 
the provision requiring drivers to 
stop ten feet behind a street car that 
has stopped to receive or discharge 
passengers is amended to provide a 
minimum fine of $3. 

The section relating to intoxicated 
drivers is to be amended to provide 
that the judge may suspend the right 
of a person convicted to drive his car 
for a period of not to exceed 30 days 
and a minimum fine of $50 and jail 
sentence is retained. 

The committee report was also 
adopted recommending that the 
Council recommend to the  ~»police 
judges that the practice of suspend- 
ing sentences be discontinued and 
that the Chief of Police be requested 
to see that the speed traps are 
lengthened to 1320 feet.

HE GOVERNOR'S ARGUMENTS. 

Parties are as necessary for the proper 
conduct of the government of a republic as 
a plow is necessary for the tilling of the 
or a hammer is necessary for the driv- 
ing of a nail. Whether in political, in rell- 
gious, in social or in commercial life, there 
is strength in organization, and weakness 
in unorganized individual effort. 

In all history people have lost their liber- 
ties or have failed to gain them because the 
occupants of thrones have prevented popu- 
lar organization in favor of some measures, 
or against others, or both. 

Hiram W. Johnson is attempting to rule 
California as autocratically as Czar Nicholas 
rules Russia, and, unless the voters shall 
on the 26th instant foil his attempt by de- 
feating his socalled nonpartisan law, he 
will be the self-constituted head of as pow- 
erful a machine as Tweed and Croker had 
when they ruled Tammany Hall. 

The measure in question is designed to 
destroy the State Republican, the State 
Democratic, the State Socialist and the 
State Prohibition parties and to substitute 
for them a Hiram Johnson party which will 
attempt to reform the State government by 
kicking out of office everybody not a mem- 
ber of the vehmic order of “nonpartisan” 
tax-eaters. 

Experience has demonstrated that the 
best results in government can only be ob- 
tained by the selection for public office of 
men who were chosen and supported by a 
political organization which guarantees their 
integrity and ability. 

Gov. Johnson procured an un -cessary 
expenditure of $500,000 of the public money 
in order to have the nonpartisan bilis voted 
On at a special election because their adop- 
tion would destroy parties and enable his 
machine organization to more easily nom- 
inate the next Governor, and more easily 
secure the United States Senatorial nom- 
ination. 

If parties can be destroyed, Johnson will, 
with his office-holding henchmen, be the 
strongest “party” in California, and, assist- 
ed by commissions subservient to their cre- 
ator and harassing and dominating to busi- 
ness men, he will control in the next few 
years the expenditure of seventy millions 
of dollars and be able to select and elect 
officials and pliant legislators to do his 
bidding. 

The Governor claims that the opponents 
of his party destruction bills are seeking 
to destroy the direct primary law. Does he 
not see that the destruction of parties would 
compel the calling of conferences of those 
opposed to the administration ticket put 
up and backed by the Johnson plunderbund, 
and that these conferences would be more 
objectionable than political conventions, for, 
while conventions nominate and seek to 
elect men to carry out principles, the con- 
ferences would adopt principles in order to 
assist the election of men? 

The Governor iterates and reiterates the 

platitude “that the State is a great business 
corporation in which the people are stock- 
holders.” But it is the directors who gov- 
ern a corporation, and if the directors mis- 
direct, their organized stockholders can re- 
move them, while with no organized party 
among the stockholders the directors can 
continue a career of extravagance and theft 
with nobody to molest them or make them 
afraid. 
The Governor has much to say about 
“invisible government.” Destroy parties 
and that baneful influence will be behind 
a set of candidates who have the support of 
the office-holding, patronage-dispensing or- 
ganization at the State Capitol; aided by 
alliances easily made with powerful organ- 
izations and influences, which, together, can 
win against candidates fighting alone and 
unaided. Without their party indorsements 
half of the electors would unintentionally 
vote for the administration candidates. 


difference to men and women with common 
views whether the name of a political party 
be printed upon a local ballot. They will 
have their views just the same and will 
strive for them just as earnestly. Possibly 
so, but the people would prefer to hold 
their party affiliations, keep their party or- 
ganizations, pledge their candidates to car- 
ry out their views and then give them 
united party support. It will be much easier 
to so elect their candidates than, disorgan- 
ized and working without concert, win 
against intrenched machine and adminis- 
tration candidates. 

The Governor says that the desideratum 
of government is efficiency in t, public 
servants and their undivided allegiance to 
the people, and he expresses faith in the 
judgment of the electorate. Can the voters, 
then, not be trusted, acting through party 
affiliation and organization, to select as 
wisely and patriotically and more easily 
and surely secure the election of such effi- 
cient servants than by disconcerted, disor- 
ganized action of the individual elector? 
Why want the voters to scatter and work 
at random? Is it not true in politics as in 
war that organization will always win 
against unpreparedness? 


HE REHABILITATION OF MEXICO. 

A correspondent, writing from the City 
of Mexico, is not optimistic over the imme- 
diate beneficial effects of the recognition of 
Carranza. He says in substance that, even 
if the rebellion of Villa shall collapse, the 
road to peace and prosperity will be rough 
and thorny, and Mexico's problems, either 
political or economic, will not be easily 
solved, 

It is true that the control by Carranza 
of all the territory of the republic will not 
immediately rebuild factories and mills 
which have been destroyed, or enable peo- 
ple to harvest crops which have never been 
planted, or restore ruined machinery and 
agricultural implements, or replace the cat - 
tle which “ave been stolen or killed and 
eaten, or the work teams curried off to the 
war or exported to obtain war supplies, or 
induce those who have fdund congenial em- 
ployment as bandits to return to the tame 
and now distasteful pursuit of honest toil; 
all of which must be accomplished before 
crops can be planted to feed the millions 
of hungry or starving people. 

With all armed opposition to the Car- 
ranza government quieted it still may not 
be denied tuat the task of funding and 
floating an indebtedness of several hundred 
millions in gold is one to tax the ingenuity 
of able and experienced financiers. The 
government can no longer pursue the prac- 
tice of circulating its paper -rrency at 
the point of the bayonet. The paper money 
of Mexico cannot be raised from 6 cents on 
the dollar to par by military decree. 


The Governor declares it will make no

PACIFISTS AND PREPAREDNESS. 


[CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES)

* * question of our own preparedness 
for war seems to be of the kind we 
call academic, for we want war with 

nobody and nobody threatens war with us, 
while meanwhile the great “powers” of the 
world are dissolving before our ve eyes. 
In the United States no one advocates 
disarmament under present conditions. For 
this there are two main reasons; it would 
not be done, and the policy of a nation 
should have continuity. A sudden change 
of any sort is likely to be followed by a 
sudden reaction. Besides, the whole arma- 
ment question is only an incident in inter- 
national conciliation. The introduction of 
fair play in place of diplomacy would do 
away with senseless rivairy. Nations are 
not attacked because they are unarmed, nor 
let alone because they are heavily equipped. 
In so far as armament effects pe-ce nations 
are mostly armed through rivairy, and ar- 
mament rivalry is the first stage of war. 
The forces which make for peace are, pri- 
marily, to be law-abiding; second, to be 
just and helpful. Over-armament is a posi- 
tive “anger, as the conditions in Europe 
show. Armament is a means to victory, and 
victory implies war, with defeat and hu- 
miliation and the aftermath of hate. 

The peace workers of the world do not 

constitute a sect or a party. No one con- 

trols them, and noone can speak for them. 

Some are banded into societies; some. are 

free lances; some are both. Some of the 

societies have neither funds nor dues. Oth- 
ers control a certain amount of money, 
most of it the gift of two far-seeing citizens 
of our republic. These gifts make possible 


done quietly by journalists, teachers, pub- 
licists, preachers, business men, correspond- 
ents, soldiers sometimes, men and women 
not enrolled in the register as “pacifists,” 
often leads in effectiveness the various 
forms of organized effort. 
In general, however, the peace workers 
are for “peace-at-any-price,” when the price 
is one we can easily pay. This sneer, I be- 
lieve, was first aimed at Wellington, and we 
may accept it. We are for peace at any 
price until, as in Belgium, war and peace 
mean the same thing. What we urge is to 
count the cost. We would see the price- 
lists first. We would not rush into war 
with a whoop, to make our calculations 
afterwards. If, in the final reckoning, war 
is cheapest, counting life, money, morals, 
honor, national integrity, we will stand for 
war. The pacifists of France and Belgium, 
those who are young enough, are at the 
front, for in this crisis there seemed no 
road to peace save through the havoc of 
war. Matters are quite different in our 
republic. Apparently war cannot come to 
us unless we go ‘out after it. 
And the peace worker hopes to forestall 
war, to find honorable means of delaying 
it, and to delay is to prevent. For the war 
party of Europe could never have over- 
thrown civil authority save by the rush of 
haste. To most of us war is not a natural 
phenomenon coming of itself as a social or 
political necessity. It is a mad outcome 
of individual! political blunders and sins, 
of the aftermath of secret and unfriendly 
diplomacy, to be cured by letting in the 
light of day. 
We want no fighting “at the drop of the 
hat.” The peace workers of the world have 
never been blind to the dangers ahead. 
ibey did not prophesy a great world war, 
but they were well aware of the military 
rivalries, made acute by the seizure of Bos- 
nia in 1908, and further accentuated by the 
acts of various nations since that time. 
They knew perfectly well the schemes ad- 
vocated by retired members of the general 
staff and by journals under control of arma- 
ment corporations. They were warned that 
the seizure of Belgium and Holland, of Ca- 
lais and Boulogne was under contemplation. 
with an indemnity from Paris to pay all 
war expenses. But these plans, vociferously 
promulgated, were not taken seriously by 
the business men of any nation, least of 
all in Germany, where such men had most 
to lose. 
Peace is not a negative thing, the absence 
of fighting. It is war which is negative, the 
absence of peace, the failure of law and or- 
der, of religion and science, of morals and 
industry, of every condition which makes 
for progress in the individual or in the 
race; this is war. Peace is the normal 
human condition, the condition which al- 
lows personal happiness and constructive 
work. War is sometimes unavoidable, some- 
times by comparison laudable, but its sole 
function is ruin. It brings destruction to 
prosperity, to morals and to the future of 
the races involved in it. In the picturesque 
language of the day, a battle is a “mollycod- 
die factory,” and the extinction of the best 
blood of one generation means a similar 
exhaustion for a century to come. 
More than “preparedness” for war we 
need rather “preparedness” for our con- 
structive role in rebuilding the ruins of 
civilization. What we have done in Bel- 
gium, France and Servia. what we shall do 
wherever distress calle for us, shows what 
should be our place when the storm is over. 
As to this, Charles F. Dole uses these 
stimulating words: “‘A perilous venture,’ 
many say. That is because they have not 
thought it out. It is the kind of venture 
by which every advance in civilization is 
achieved. War settles nothing; it merely 
puts down the weaker party. We steer 
quite clear now of the bogey which they 
call ‘Peace-at-any-price,’ if they mean by 
that any lower price. Like all splendid con- 
structive work, peace costs courage and en- 
terprise Small efforts.” observes John 
Stuart Mill, “do not bring forth great re- 
sults. They bring no results at all.“

And in this case, the 
new will certainly lack many cf the 
virtues of the old. 

The unclean hand desiring special 
interests and control would be much 
more easily conceaied if there were 
no parties in the general political 
mass. Our State now exercises such 
a terrific control and influence over 
our large business affairs that the 
temptation to selfish interference and 
manipulation in our political life is 
going to be greater than ever. And 
every effort should be taken to fix 
responsibility. 


One thing more. As I said in the 
beginning, parties are as old as peo- 
ples. Men have divided along relig- 
ious and other lines since e begin- 
ning of time. They alw will. It 
is one of the fundamental principles 
of our government that such contro- 
versies as religion and some others 
shall have no place in our political 
activities. In all parties we find Jew 
and Gentile. Catholic and Protestant, 
casting aside in their political activi- 
tles all thought of the other divisions 
that exist between them. The party 
provides a marvelous vehicle for the 
very purpose of preventing the in- 
terference in our political life of these 
verv factional divisions concerning 
which men feel so strongly. 

While we are building a system, 
certainly we must assume some 
logic will obtain. The voter does not 
know the candidate nor anyone who 
does know him, so he casts about for 
some evidence that helps him con- 
clude, what? Why, most assuredly. 
which is the best candidate. And 
what is meant by the best candidate? 
The best candidate, in every man's 
mind, is meant that candidate who 
believes as the voter does along as 
many lines as possible. He cannot 
know whether the candidate was for- 
merly a Prohibitionist, a Socialist, a 
Republican or a Democrat, by any 
other means than more or less (large- 
ly less) reliable campaign advertising. 
In fact, these political groups into 
which thinking men and others have 
divided themselves are abolished. The 
Socialist, knowing how a Socialist 
feels, how he thinks, from what he 
draws his conclusions, knowing what 
their general hopes and aims are, 
knows that he does not want a Re- 
publican Governor. The Prohibition- 
ist. having the same information in 
regard to those who profess that po- 
litical faith, knows he does not want 
either, but neither one of these know 
whether Alex Williams, candidate, Is 
either. or neither. 

So he resorts to some other help, 
some other means of ascertaining 
which candidate thinks as he does. 
What other candidate between him 
and whom there are the most bonds 
of common beliefs. 

The political party organization be- 
ing extinct. what is left? One mighty 
division by which most citizens are 
sexregated is the church. This gov- 
ernment originated and has lived 
largely because this marked division 
of the people was never permitted to 
influence the selection of men and 
measures in government. Religious 
party feeling is stronger than prob- 
ably any other division of life. and 
even with all our danger signals set, 
men have left their party at times 
rather than support one of another 
religion. 

There are three great religious par- 
ties. the Jew. the Protestant and the 
Catholic. These, in the main, have 
not attempted to influence political 
affairs, largely because of our history, 
and especially because the political 
parties presented issu@s which caused 
division, along other lines, and gave 
to the Athen a ready vehicle for car- 
rying these issues and convictions into 
governmental operation, a vehicle 
which gave the voter, no matter what 
his religion, an opportunity to support 
some thing in government in which 
he believed, some one in candidacy 
with whom he had many ties of com- 
mon belief. Destroy that method by 
the destruction of parties, and the 
voter will use religion as one method 
of ascertaining which one of the can- 
didates thinks as he does, which one 
of the candidates between him and 
whom there is a bond by reason of 
common beliefs, which bond he can 
use, if need be, im legitimate ap- 
proach. 

One has to remember the main 
lines of division in nonpartisan Mex- 
‘co today along religious lines, te 


und proof of the possibilities of such 


a course. And thus this question. so 
carefully kept out of our political 
life. will become a much more im- 
portant measuring stick in our politi- 


cal affairs. 


Tf thie partv vehicle is abolished, 
there will be left cians, relizious clans, 
fraternal clans, class clans of every 
kind, and without having this party 
opportunity for conveying their ideas 
of government into the government, 
the very divisions so dangerous to 
our freedom and liberty will become

This is known in Ger- 
many. as the Landshaft. It has been 
in operation in Germany more than 
150 years. It numbers in the empire 
some millions of members. It has 
nearly 3,000,000,000 marks of credits 
standing in 3, 3% and 4 per cent. 
bonds. A mark is loosely speaking 
These 
bonds run for fifty and seventy-five 
years. All the land in the organiza- 
tion is pledged for the payment of 
these bonds as a whole, but the in- 
dividual farmer, if he wants a loan, 
simply buys a bdnd, getting it by 
mortgaging his farm. Then he must 
sell the bond in the open market in 
order to get the cash. The Landshaft 
e Landshaft issues 
bonds, gives them to the borrower in 
exchange for his mortgage. The 
Landshaft collects from the borrow- 
er the 3 per cent. interest on that 
bond and immediately pays it over to 
the holder of the bond, getting the 
money from Johnson and Thompson, 
the farmers, members of the Land- 
shaft who have deposited their mort- 
gages and received their bonds and 
sold them. These bonds generally 
sell for about 92 per cent. If, later, 
the farmer wants to lift his mortgage 
he has to buy a bond for an equal 
amount at the market price, and pay 
over the money to the Landshaft 
You see he pays a good deal more 
than 3, 3% or 4 per cent., and then 
he has to run the risk of an advance 
in the price of the bond when he 
buys and a decrease when he sells. 


Mr. Lubin t*« very sure that there is 


very little money lost in this way. 

In the hearing the objection was 
made that the name was foreign, and 
to this Mr. Lubin replied: “This ob- 
jection is, of course, foolish.” It was 
further objected that such transac- 
tions are different in Germany, 
from what they are in the United 
States. To this, Mr. Lubin replied: 
“This is absurd.” A third pbjection 
was raised that it never could be put 
into practical operation on account of 
the multiplicity of our laws, national 
and State. Mr. Lubin replied: “Let 
Congress pass the laws. .. . The 
States who will desire them will find 
how to comply.” 


It is my opinion that these objec- 


tions will be raised in Congress if the 


proposition is ever put before that 
body. and raised by numerous voices 
and in a very emphatic manner. Mr. 
Lubin evidently thinks that by the 
introduction of such a system Ameri- 
can farmérs would get money at the

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by the German farmer. This idea is 
evidently erroneous, for the reason 
that no small sums of money are ob- 
tainable in this country by any bor- 
rower at 3 or 4 per cent. interest. The 
best merchants in the country have to 
pay a larger interest than this on vast- 
ly larger sums of money. 

I am not reasoning that nothing 
should be done by Congress, and far- 
ther am I from thinking that noth- 
ing can be done. A well-considered, 
thoroughly-digested law could be 
worked out, and should be, which 
would greatly ameliorate the condi- 
tion of the average farmer through- 
out the country. We are particularly 
fortunate here in Southern California 
in having a class of men engaged in 
agricultural pursuits of higher finan- 
clal cleverness shan the average farm- 
er in the country generally. They 
stand well with their bankers and get 
money at comparatively reasonable 
rates of interest. As the farmer be- 
comes more accustomed to business 
methods, and as he establishes a repu- 
tation for business capacity and busi- 
ness integrity he will ameliorate his 
own lot very rapidly.

Miller and C. D. Daniels accepted and 
sworn jurors in the jury box; and 
with five temporary jurors passed for 
cause—Charies P. Hughes, R. H. Mar- 
tin, Daniel Bennett, John H. Dean and 
J. S. Hill, 


DAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 


The first juror to be interrogated 
regarding his qualifications was 
George B. Schofield, a resident of Co- 
vina for eight years, a rancher and 
formerly a machinist. He held strong 
opinions regarding the dynamiting of 
The Times Building and was ex- 
cused. 

Jacob Bieber of No. 2676 Los An- 
geles street was next examined. He 
has lived here eleven years and for 
thirty years has been a carpenter; be- 
longs to the Carpenter's Union, No. 
158, and has been a member for twen- 
ty years, although for six or seven 
vears, he stated, he had not attended 
the union meetings, simply paying his 
dues. He exhibited proper qualifica- 
tions and was passed by both defense 
and the State. 

Then came the questioning of J. A. 
Horton of Whittier. It developed a 
peculiar situation. Mr. Horton stated 
that he is a day laborer and has lived 
at Whittier for the past ten years, 
having come here from Iowa. He said 
that he never paid the least attention 
to the whole affair of the destruction 
of The Times Building and the mur- 
der of twenty men, except to know 
that it had happened; that he had 
never heard of Schmidt, nor of his 
arrest, and didn’t know anything 
about him until he (Mr. Horton) came 
into the courtroom. 

“It's very seldom that I look at a 
paper, and I never knew even the 
nature of this case until I ¢ame in- 
to court,” said he. Later, he testi- 
fied that he had a fixed opinion that 
The Times Building was destroyed by 
gas. The State challenged this juror. 
The defense did not resist the chal- 
lenge, but began arguing some other 
point. Later, it undertook to resist 
the challenge, but the court ruled 
that the time was passed for this and 
excused the juror. 

JOB CHARGES BIAS. 


“That is simply because he is a 
day laborer,” remarked Attorney Har- 
riman. 

That's letting a tetchnicality stand 
in the way of the defense,” declared 
Attorney Fairall. 

“The court has acted and I am not 
discussing this matter with you,” re- 
plied Judge Willis. 

IL. E. Steinberger and Edward A. 
— were then called into the jury 

x. 


The examination of Mr. Steinberger 
developed that his residence is Sierra 
Madre, that he has lived here thirty 
years and has been a fruit grower for 
twenty-fve. After a long examina- 
tion he stated that he would be per- 
fectly willing to be tried upon a 
charge of a capital crime by twelve 
jurors of the same frame of mind as 
himself. He was challenged by the 
defense but the challenge was dis- 
allowed. After examination by the 
State he was passed. 

At the opening of the afternoon 3K 
sion, Counsel Fairall stated that the 
defense desired to renew its challenge 
of Juror Hughes—on the ground that 
one juror passed thought the explosion 
of The Times Building was caused by 
gos and the other thought it was by 
dynamite, the latter acting upon a 
presumption of criminality. 

This brought up at once the ques- 
tion of the ruling of Judge Willis in 
excusing Juryman Horton. 

“Instead of denying the sufficiency 
of the challenge of the State,“ said 
the court, the counsel for the defense 
began to make a speech. I have al- 
„ dy ruled on it and will not reverse 
the ruling.” 

FAIRALL REBUKED. 

Counsel Fairall retorted that he was 
certain the court's ruling would be re- 
versed, and continued his remarks un- 
til called down by the court. Following 
ene of these remarks to the effect that 
he, Fatrall, couldn't examine jurors 
under such rulings, the court said that 
Mr. Fairall might retire from the case 
if he so desired. 

“I'm not going to retire, I'n tell you 
that,” was Mr. Fairall’s reply. 

The next juror examined was Ed- 
win A. Heaton of Hollywood, who was 
passed, although challenged by the de- 
fense. This completed the list of ju- 
rors in the box and the court ordered 
the exercise of peremptory challenges 

The State challenged Daniel ben- 
nett, John H. Dean and Jacob Bieber. 
The defense challenged Charles P. 
Hughes, R. H. Martin, J. 8. Hill, L. E. 
Steinberger and Edward A. Eaton, 
thus leaving in the jury box only the 
four permanent jurors who were se- 
cured last week.

This exhausted the i'!st 
of the regular venire drawn for this 
department of the Superior Court. 

Judge Willis ordered that eleven ju- 
rors drawn for Department Fifteen, 
Judge Wilbur's court, be brought in 
Objection to thfs was made by Coun- 
sell Fairall on the grounds previously 
stated—the manner in which the jury-, 
men had been aeclected. 

The names of H. D. Terrell, John C 
Raw, Austin C. Shaffer and Fred 
Monian were drawn from these eleven 
men, and they entered the jury box. 
Then began the arguments on the chal- 
lenge interposed by the defense. 

Counsel Fairall asked to be allowed 
to introduce evidence as to the man- 
ner in which the names of prospective 
jurymen were selected and placed in 
the box, and finally the court allowed 
this to be done. 

The demands of Counsel Faira!! 
were that there be brought into court 
judges and clerks, the County Clerk, 
the Tax Collector or Assessor, the as- 
sesament rolls, the lists submitted by 
the judges, and, in fact, everything he 
could think of that would in any man- 
ner appertain to the subject.

Attacks of District At- 


torney for Funds Needed in 
Schmidt-Caplan Trials but Other 


— 


When Dist.-Atty. Woolwine ap- 
peared before the Board of Supervi- 
sors yesterday for an additional ap- 
Ppropriation to carry on the Schmidt- 
Caplan trials, Supervisor Norton im- 
mediately attacked the request on the 
ground no dtatement as to the exact 
manner of spending the money is 
made. He argued bitterly against any 
further appropriations until euch re- 
port is received. 

The District Attorney called atten- 


tion to the fact that in the present 
trial only $19,811 has been spent up 
to this time. The only reason for put- 
ting the demand in the form presented 
to the board was to comply with the 
suggestion of the county counsel. The 
amount he asked is $9320. 

After calling attention to the fact 
that all expenditures of the trial are 
being carefully investigated by one 
member of the board and being ap- 
proved by him, the District Attorney 
stated a similar trial in Indianapolis 
cost the Federal government no less 
than $150,000. 

“I am informed on reliable au- 
thority that no less than $140,000 was 
epent in the trial of the McNamara 
brothers, $70,000 of this having been 
furnished by private parties and the 
remainder by the county,” said Mr. 
Woolwine, 

“I am doing everything in my pow- 
er to keep the expenses down, and I 
certainly can't try a law suit unless 
I spend some money. Twenty men 
were killed in the destruction of the 
original Times Building. Schmidt and 
Caplan are charged with the murder 
of those citizens. If anyone here can 
show me how to proceed with the 
trial without the expenditure of some 
money, show me 


that should be used in the courtroom. 
This work is being continually 
hampered by the attitude of one 
member of the board, who is putting 
in a criticism for every dollar spent. 
There are witnesses right here from 
the Fast to whom men in my office 
have had to advance private funds for 
their actual subsistence. I certainly 
cannot afford to support them any 
longer.” 

Supervisor Woodley, speaking for 
the advancement of necessary funds, 
asked whether an attempt should be 
made to punish crime in this country 
or whether lawlessness should be al- 
lowed to run rampant. It seems to 
me the board should supply the neces- 
sary funds and that the District At- 
torney has quite sufficient to do in 
carrying on the case, let alone secur- 
ing money to support hie witnesses. 
Tn order to facilitate a fair trial and 
to secure the punishment of those 
who are guilty, the money should be 
given,” he sald. 

The other Supervisors, with the er- 
ception of Mr. Norton, favored the ap- 
propriation, while. the latter declared 
he will continue to oppose any and 
all appropriations for which no spe- 
cific statement as to intended disburse- 
ments is made 

The money was voted.

Attorney John W. Mitchell face- 
tiously asserted yesterday in a speech 
before the Jovian League at Chris- 
topher’s that he is “the only guar- 
anteed prophet of electric develop- 
ment in California.” 

“Twenty y ago,” he said, “I 
had the honor delivering the an- 
nual address before the State Agri- 
cultural Society at Sacramento. Three 
days before there was an electric 
carnival celebrating the completion 
of the hydroelectric transmission line 
from Folsom to Sacramento. That 
event caused me to take as my theme, 
‘The Future Electrical Development 
of California from Its Natural Water 
Powers.“ 

In his Sacramento address, Mr. 
Mitchell predicted the ultimate usage 
of a long list of California rivers for 
the development of hydroelectric 
power. These predictions came true, 
and yesterday Mr. Mitchell stated that 
having scored heavily in past proph- 
ecies, he now forecasts that Califor- 
nia will ultimately lead the world in 
this development, and that vast in- 
dustrial development will be a se- 
quence. 

“At the time of my prophecy, now 
a decade ago,” said Mr. Mitchell, “Cal- 
ifornia had four hydroelectric plants 
for the creation of energy, with a 


total capacity of 1065 kilowatts. To- 


day there is an investment in plants 
and distributing systems of approxi- 
mately $350,000,000 and an average 
annual outlay of 317,500,000. 

“It is interesting to know that at 
the time the Folsom plant was put 
into operation the installation con- 
sisted of 750-kilowatt, 3-phase, 800- 
volt, 60-cycle armature type of Gen- 
eral Electric generators, direct con- 
necting to Sampson turbines. These 
generators were then the largest ever 
built and I am informed that while 


month we had announced the success- 
ful transmission of wireless telephon- 
ing from Arlington, Va., to Mare Is- 
land, Cal., a distance of 2500 miles. 
Before we were recovered from our 
amazement a few days later it was 
announced that wireless telephoning 
from the Atlantic seaboard to Hawaii, 
a distance of 4600 miles is now an 
accomplished fact. Quickly on the 
heels of this comes the experiment of 
dispersing dense banks of fog by hav- 
ing a transformer hurling volts into 
it, causing the fog to be precipitated 
into rain. Indeed, the future in this 
feld of invention and diseovery is un- 
imaginable and it would seem that 
the hem of this mystic garment had 
just been touched and its future is 
fathomless. 

“The marvel of marvels is electric- 
ity; the wonder of wonders, the power 
and utility of its application. Before 
its accomplishments even now we 
stand awestruck and bewildered. With 
all the experience we have had with 
the telegraph, telephone and electric 
light in all their forms, the power of 
reason and imagination falters and 
fails in any attempt to predict what 
the future may be in the develop- 
ment of this great force which man 
reflects from God. 

“In keeping with its source let us 
hope as we have listened to the re- 
verberation of the thundering guns 
of this war of wars, which is now 
raging, destroying Europe and para- 
lyzing the world, that this great power 
may be developed to prevent war. that 
through it the might of man in unit 
and in mass may become so great that 
only the pursuits of peace will pre- 
vent his annihilation. This and the
